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Meehan abandons run for governor, 
will fight to keep his 5th District intact

Congressman Marty Meehan 
declared this week that he will 
abandon his aspirations to run 
for governor, and instead defend 
his 5th District seat. 

Likewise, local politicians 
deferred their hopes of running 
for Congressman upon the 
incumbent’s announcement. 

“I’m putting personal aspira- | 
tions aside to fight for the causes

Finneran had said he 
designed the plan with Meehan’s possible can- 
didacy for governor in mind. 

Under the plan, Congressman Edward 


“Over time, the communities 
have developed strong working relationships 
and have forged public-private partnerships 
that tie them together,” he said. 

State Rep. Barry Finegold, D-Andover, 
announced Tuesday that he will abandon his 
thoughts of running for Meehan’s seat. 

“T would've loved to have the opportunity to 
run for Congress, but I’m 30 years old and I 
love serving in the legislature and I have a 
great law practice and I’m getting married,” 
Finegold said. His wedding date is mid-May 


next year. “That would have been right in the 
heart of the election cycle,” he added. 

Finegold, who had not officially announced 
his candidacy for the 5th District, had opened a 
campaign account in June — a move which 
many democrats denounced as being in poor 
taste — as the democratic incumbent had not 
stated his political plans. 

But Finegold had responded that he would 
not run against the congressman if Meehan 
decided to run for reelection. 

Former state senator and Andover resident 
John O’Brien had been mulling a run for Con- 
gress as well, but could not be reached for 
comment Tuesday. 

State Sen. James Jajuga, D-Methuen, also 
told the Eagle-Tribune he would not challenge 
Meehan. 

The Senate will come out with their version 
of a congressional redistricting plan by the fall, 
and a final plan will be forged between the 
House and Senate. If Finneran’s plan were to 
go through, Meehan would find himself facing 
off with incumbent John Tierney for the 6th 
district — the district that would have absorbed 
part of Meehan’s former communities, includ- 
ing his home town of Lowell.

Sorting-out period begins for Town Gov’t. Review Committee

than Congressman Marty Meehan had. 
He was blindsided two weeks ago by House 
Speaker Tom Finneran’s proposal on Beacon 
Hill to slice and dice our current Sth District 
and assign its territory to surrounding districts. 
Finneran would then create a new Sth District in 
Southeastern Mass., around New Bedford. 

Meehan was forced to make a career deci- 
sion. He could try to keep his options open, 
and blast off on a bid to become governor 
while his district is blown to smithereens — 
much like when Superman was rocketed to 
Earth just before his home planet exploded. 

Or he could stay and fight to preserve the 
current 5th District, and not see Lawrence, 
Methuen, and his hometown of Lowell become 
part of 6th District Congressman John Tierney’s 
turf, while Andover, North Andover, and other 
towns join Edward Markey’s 7th District. 

Finneran maintains with a straight face that 
he created these “more compact” districts 
because Meehan was running for governor. 
Meehan countered Monday that he will seek 
reelection next year, hoping to win his sixth 
term. Meehan referred to the redistricting 
process as a nine-inning game, with the home 
team just now coming to bat in the first inning. 

Forced to decide due to Finneran’s machina- 
tions, he won’t play Superman trying to win 
back the governor’s office for the Democrats. 

But, rather like the reactivation of the Red 
Sox’ Nomar Garciaparra from the disabled 
list, Meehan has instead chosen to wear his 
No. 5 for the district he serves on Capitol Hill.

experience she had growing up 
here. 

“T've been here my whole life. 
Three generations of my family 
went to Shawsheen School. I want 
(Johnny) to have the same kinds 
of things in Andover I had grow- 
ing up,” she says. 

That can’t happen if the small- 
er homes with lower price tags are 
eaten up as land in Andover 
becomes more valuable. 

“(A developer) will pay 
$350,000 for a small house, knock 
it down and build a million dollar 
house,” Karen Herman, Preserva- 
tion Commission chairwoman, 
told the Townsman recently. “It’s 
going to eliminate the affordable 
housing and move to more expen- 
sive housing.” 

That’s exactly the fate of the 
former home of Tonight Show host 
Jay Leno. Developers will raze the 
small gray cape on Clark Road to 
clear a backyard for an Acorn 
Drive mansion that is part of the 
multi-million dollar development 
Fieldstone Meadows. The irony of 
the story caught Richards-Heim’s 
eye in the July 12 Townsman. 

“I would love to have a house 
like that. That would be my dream 
house!” she exclaims. “We’ve 


become such a throw-away soci- 
ety. We just tear down houses and 
rebuild.” She stops, indignant. “I 
didn’t grow up with values like 
that.” 

She worries that it’s more than 
just the values in her home town 
that will change if this erosion of 
affordable homes continues. 

“Andover is becoming a (sin- 
gle) socio-economic group,” she 
adds. 

Selectman Brian Major is also 
concerned about where Andover’s 
population is headed. “It takes 
away the diversity of the popula- 
tion,” he says. “(We are) pricing 
out our community so that people 
who are living here currently can’t 
afford the local taxes. And (we 
are) putting a roadblock on 
younger people wanting to pur- 
chase a house in Andover.” 

The “downward spiral” won't 
stop until Andover residents and 
officials get a firm grip on their 
spending, he adds. When a com- 
munity opts to spend lots of 
money on new building projects 
and municipal services, property 
taxes increase to compensate. 
Town spending is currently at such 
a high that Major says residents 
will likely need to pass an override 
of Proposition 2 1/2 next spring to 
cover their expenses. If passed, an

for affordable housing problem

override will multiply the finan- 
cial burden on families already 
struggling to make ends meet. 

But realtors say the situation is 
not leaving young families out in 
the cold. There are affordable 
homes out there, if not in 
Andover. 

Realtor Mary O’Donoghue at 
DeWolfe Companies on Main 
Street says the families that can- 
not afford Andover often find a 
suitable home not far from town. 

“T find they buy in one of the 


surrounding towns, in places like 
Methuen (and) Haverhill,” she 
Says. 

This week, Methuen had a 
home for sale at $132,900 and 
Haverhill had a home offered at 
$104,900. 

“These are houses that people 
can afford. They just may not be 
in the area where they want them,” 
says Keller-Williams’ Arlene 
Jackson. In the end, she says, it’s 
the consumer who determines the 
market, not the realtor. 


“Realtors don’t set prices. The 
buying public will pay what they 
feel.” 

While that may be true. 
Richards-Heim can’t shake the 
feeling that Andover will ultimate- 
ly lose out as it waves goodbye to 
the people who made it what it is 
today. 

“We're talking about families 
here,” Richards-Heim says 
“They're going to lose... the peo- 
ple that truly care and stay. I think 
it’s a shame.” 


There is some hope on the horizon for affordable housing in town. 

Some officials want to use town-owned pieces of land to build per- 
manently-affordable houses. Selectman Brian Major and Planning 
Director Steve Colyer agree that there could be some forgotten town 
plots suitable for these small homes. 

“T have a list of all the tax-title pieces of town land,” says Colyer. 
“T'm going to take a run through that and see if there are any parcels that 
we could use for building lots.” 

“(We would) go for permanently affordable homes, and not some- 
thing that can be turned over and taken out of affordable home status at 
some point,” says Major. 

Much of Andover’s affordable housing stock does not fit that descrip- 
tion; that is, many of the affordable units in town will soon lose that sta- 
tus. After a certain number of years, owners are free to turn the afford- 
able units over to market rate — something that leaves the people who 
need them out in the cold. 

Andover Community Trust is working on a solution of its own. 
Established with the mission of creating affordable housing in Andover, 
ACT received a piece of donated land at 110 Haverhill St. in 1999 and 
recruited students from Greater Lawrence Technical School to build 
Andover’s first permanently affordable house, says Susan Stott, presi- 
dent of ACT’s board of directors. Last October the students broke 
ground, and the house should be finished by Thanksgiving. 

More than 100 people with incomes of less than $42.000 filed appli- 
cations to buy the house, which will likely be sold for around $100,000. 
ACT will select an owner before fall. 

A second affordable house may be in the works as well. An Andover 
resident recently donated a lot on Heather Drive to ACT, and ACT must 
now attain a variance to build on the slightly-too-small lot. 

Increasing Andover’s affordable housing stock will get the town clos- 
er to the state’s recommended 10 percent — putting more control over 
affordable housing developments in the town’s hands. C urrently, if a 
developer files a comprehensive permit with the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, the ZBA can do little to regulate the project. If the ZBA rejects 
the proposal, the developer can appeal the decision to the state Housing 
Appeals Committee — where officials say the project is likely to pass if 
the town has less-than-10-percent affordable housing. Four comprehen- 
sive permits are currently filed with the ZBA. 


When higher property values are not good news 


Some local seniors 


are house-rich, cash-poor

Increasing property values are not always good 
news for seniors who call Andover home. 

Older residents who have paid off their homes -— 
which in many cases have since doubled and tripled 
in value — are trying now to figure out how to pay 
their property taxes. 

“They are house-rich, cash-poor,” says Rachel 
Zalvan, a social worker at the Andover Senior Center. 
Zalvan has received several phone calls from con- 
cerned seniors on fixed incomes who can’t afford to 
stay in Andover — the town in which they lived their 
whole lives. 

“Their houses are worth a lot more than they paid 
for them, but the tax increases make it impossible for 
them to stay in their own homes,” says State Sen. Sue 
Tucker. 

Tucker, who has advocated for a tax break for 
senior citizens for just that reason, will appear on the 
local cable channel during August on “There’s 
Something About Andover” to talk about the state’s 
new Circuit Breaker tax credit. 

“It's designed to stop the spiraling circuit of ever- 
increasing property values and the taxes that go with 
it,” says Tucker. “Seniors should not be spending 
more than 10 percent of their income on home taxes 
and water and sewer bills.” 

An estimated 130,000 middle-class seniors 
throughout Massachusetts will likely qualify for the 
tax break starting April 2002, she says. Seniors who 


earn up to $60,000 a year and whose homes are 
assessed at no more than $400,000 can qualify. 
Seniors will need to file an income tax report, even if 
their only income is from a fixed source like Social 
Security. If the total property taxes and half of the 
water and sewer charges paid by the homeowner 
exceed 10 percent of the owner’s income. that person 
is eligible for a dollar-for-dollar refundable tax cred- 
it. 

“This is a state tax rebate on top of anything 
(seniors) may be getting locally.” says Tucker. 

Andover does have tax voucher plans of its own. 
One of them allows seniors to exchange 100 hours of 
community service for $500 off their property taxes, 
says Tax Collector Dave Reilly. Last year about 150 
seniors participated in the program, he adds 

“You can defer your taxes on your house.” Reilly 
says. “To my knowledge, not too many people do 
that. I don’t know whether that’s because not many 
people meet the income guidelines, or if for the most 
part seniors want to pay their taxes.” 

Seniors who need tax help but might not seek it 
can get stuck in a sticky situation, says Zeff Marv- 
sich, a Council on Aging member 

“For some people, it’s really become a situation 
where it’s a matter of where they're going to spend 
the money they have,” he says. “The choice at times 
is whether they buy food or pay taxes.” As a result. 
many people are forced to sell their homes. he Says 

But where to go from there? 

“There is very limited apartment space (for 
seniors),” says Zalvan.

Life as a nurse in Vietnam 


‘Don’t mean nothing’ chronicles 1969-70 


By Adam Groff 

Two weeks after Sue O’ Neill 
arrived in Vietnam as a nurse in 
1969, a soldier was wheeled 
into the operating room with a 
small hole in the middle of his 
chest. He spoke to her weakly 
but pleasantly, and so she didn’t 
realize the severity of his condi- 
tion until a doctor saw him and 
reacted instantly, yelling for 
gloves and _ instruments. 
Moments later, the youth’s chest 
was wide open, with the doctor 
holding his heart and squeezing 
it to try to keep it beating while 
another doctor tried to stitch the 
lacerations in it. An assistant 
stood at each of his limbs, 


squeezing furiously on blood. 


bags to try to keep the fluid in 
his veins as it all spilled out his 
chest. One assistant squeezed a 
bag so hard that it burst, spray- 
ing the whole room and every- 
One in it with blood. That’s 
when the doctors finally gave 
up their efforts. 

“Tt was literally a baptism in 
blood, I suppose,” says O’ Neill, 
who today lives on Argyle 
Street. On Nov. i, Ballantine 
Books will publish her collec- 
tion of short stories about the 
war, called Don’t Mean Noth- 
ing. The stories take place in the 
Vietnam that O'Neill experi- 


enced, though almost all of 
them are entirely fictional; the 
first story, “The Boy from Mon- 
tana,” is one of the few that are 
not, and it is drawn from this 
early harrowing episode. 

If O'Neill had not been 
opposed to the war when she 
got there, she doubtless would 
have become so. However, she 
had marched in protest back in 
her home state of Indiana in 
1968 while campaigning for the 
anti-war presidential candidate 
Eugene McCarthy. She found 
her Own way into the war 
through naivete and the wily 
promises of an Army recruiter: 
two-thirds of her way through 
nursing school, she was feeling 
guilty about having her work- 
ing-class father pay for her edu- 
cation, and the Army offered to 
pay for the rest of her schooling 
and give her the much-touted 
opportunity to “travel overseas.” 

“I said, ‘What about Viet- 
nam? I don’t want to go there,” 
says O'Neill. “(The recruiter) 
said, “Oh, there’s a waiting list a 
mile long. You couldn’t get over 
there if you wanted to.’ When I 
got to officer basic school at 
Fort Sam Houston (Texas), on 
the second day there was a mas- 
ter sergeant up in front of us, 
and he actually said, ‘Some of 


you may have heard there’s a 
waiting list a mile long for Viet- 
nam. But that’s no longer true.’” 

So O’Neill found herself in 
Vietnam from May of 1969 to 
June of 1970. She was stationed 
at hospitals in three different 
places — Phu Bai, Chu Lai and 
Cu Chi — and her stories are set 
in each of these places. As the 
soldiers all around her struggled 
to take lives, she and her fellow 
medical personnel struggled 
around the clock to save them — 
all of them. There were times 
when O'Neill treated as many 
Vietnamese as Americans, and 
enemy soldiers were scarcely 
distinguishable from friendly. 

“We couldn’t tell who was 
who,” she says. “And so many 
of these people were apolitical. 
They were just farmers.” 

O’ Neill says that she and the 
others tolerated the trauma of 
the experience by virtue of the 
fact that it required constant 
action with little time for reflec- 
tion, and it was punctuated by 
brief moments of release, 
whether through crying, drink- 
ing or sex. 

“About once a week or so I'd 
go out on the helipad where 
there was lots of noise and 
nobody would notice, and just

When a picture is truly 


worth a thousand words: 
choosing the right 
wedding photographer

Soft light filtered through 
the lace of a delicate veil, 
candid moments shared by 
reunited relations and the 
mischievous twinkle in the 
eye of a soulmate — the right 
wedding photographer can 
capture them all and knows 
how to use those images to 
tell a unique story. 

When it’s your wedding 
day, how do you go about 
choosing someone you trust 
to chronicle such a momen- 
tous event? There are a lot 
of things to consider, 
according to Liz Derderian, 
a wedding planner and co- 
owner of The Ultimate 
Affair in Methuen. 

“A good photographer 
takes time with them (the 
bride and groom) and yet is 
unobtrusive. You don’t want 
to see this photographer; 
you just want the end 
result,’ says Ms. Derderian. 
“You want somebody who 
knows what they’re doing 


and goes after it, without 
everyone tripping over 
them.” 


Ms. Derderian says that it’s 
very important to gauge the 
personality of the photogra- 
pher — to make sure that you 
are compatible with that per- 
son and that this is someone 
you will feel comfortable 
with on your wedding day. 
And, while it is important 
for the photographer to offer

you ideas, he or she should 
understand what it is that 
you want as the bride and 
groom. 

Ed Eich, a seasoned pho- 
tographer and owner of Ed 
Eich PhotoGraphic in 
Andover, agrees that it’s all 
about finding a professional 
who can serve unique needs. 

“I ask them (potential 
clients) a series of questions

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that will give me information 
not only about the wedding 
venue, but also questions 
that will tell me things about 
them: how they interact with 
one another, who they are 
and what they are really 
looking for,” says Mr. Eich. 

Mr. Eich suggests that you 
engage the photographer — 
look at his or her work to see 
if you are comfortable with 
the images, who the photog- 
rapher is and what they have 
to offer. It is also important 
to meet the person who will 
actually be taking the pic- 
tures, so you don’t have a 
stranger showing up at your 
wedding. 

As a wedding consultant, 
Ms. Derderian has plenty of 
experience in hiring just the 
right photographer for her 
clients. But, if you are doing 
the planning yourself, she 
says there are plenty of ways 
to get the names of good 
photographers in your area. 
You can start by asking the 
contact person at your recep- 
tion site for his or her rec-

The hottest trends these 
days, according to Mr. Eich, 
are black-and-white photog- 
raphy, hand-made albums, 
albums in which pictures are 
inserted into photo corners 
and photo’ boxes’ with 
mounted prints. 

“People are interested in 
unusual and beautiful pre- 
sentations,” Mr. Eich says.

The Andover Post 8 American 
Legion baseball team, faced with a bru- 
tal eight-games-in-eight-days final week 
of the regular season, came through with 
seven wins to once again qualify for the 
best-of-3 sectional playoffs, which 
opened last night.

Andover started its rugged home- 
stretch, created by numerous postpone- 
ments due to rain and lightning, with a 
wild 9-8 win over East Boston Post 30 at 
Aumais Park. 

The locals then dropped a 4-3 deci- 
sion to host Gloucester Post 3 at O’Mal- 
ley Field, before putting together a six- 
game win streak.
